h& will succeed in completing his projects,
which will accomplieh much in perpetnating
the tranquillity in which alone the country can
proa'pcr.

The Might of Nockholdera to Examine Hal-
rond Cempnunies’ Hools.

An important decision was made this after-
poon by Justice Brady, o the Bupreme Court,
relating to the right of stockholders to examine
the books of a company.

Mr. Churebill, secording to the recitals in the
writ, was owner of ninety shares of the Erie
Rallway common stock. e applied within the
thirty days before the election to Mr. Gould, the
Presldeni, and Mr. Otis, the Secrstary, for an
jnspection of the hooks, and was, he alleges,
denled such lnspection,

He then procured an alternative maadarnius,
directed to the eompany, and to Mr. Gould and
Mr. Otls, requiring them to exhibit the transfer
books or shiow enuse to the contrary,

The company demnrred to this writ that iis
recitals were not suflicient, and Mr. Gould that
be bad vol control of the books and bad not de-
nled the relator thelr Inspeetion.

The case was argued before Justice Brady, at
the December term, and In a long and elaborale
oplinion dellvered to-day hedecided that the rela-
tor was entitled to a peremptory mandamus,aud
awarded bim costs, inusmuch us he had not been
;;unlmd to examine the bookaof the company.

Mr.Gould was proceeded against as President
of the company, and the company by lis de-
murrer admits what Mr. Gould denies, he re-
fured costs 1o Mr, Gould.—N. Y. Evening Post,
Katurday.

FROM THE PACIFIC COAST.

Forelgn Mall Serviee,

San Fraxcrsco, Jan. 9.—In the agreement
made for mall service with the New Zealand
Government, Mesars. Webb and Holladay bind
themeselves to secure, under a penalty of £1000
annually, exemption to that Government from
all cbarges for mails between Ban Fraocisco
and London, and bfiween New York and San
Francisco, imposed by the postal convention
now in force between the United States and
Great Britain. They also undertake to use their
endeavors to secure a concesslon under which
wool, the produce of any colony contributing
to the subsidy, snd flax of New Zealand, shall
be admitted to the United States duty free.

staling the conclusion, Invariably the answer
would be:—*Dat's all right. We thinks jes so.

THE NEW LINCOLN STATUE.

Frivate View of Vinnle Ream’s Work It Is
Premounced n Muccesa— History eof the
Feulptor and her Work.

The Washiugton Star of Baturday gives the
following account of the work and its anthor; —

The workmen prepared to lift this veil, and
there was a sudden hush in the bunzz of conver-
eation, in anticipation of the event. It must
bave been an anxlous moment to the courageons
little semlptor, and to her personal friends pre-
gent. Could it be that the fragile youthfal figure
standing there, pale and anxions, and rendered
more childlike in appearasce by her petite form
and wealth of Dora-like curls, had made a
sueccess where 0 many older sculptors—Brown
notably and recently—bad falled?

The veil was raiged slowly, disclosing first the
base, bearing the simple words “Abraham Lin-
coln:” then the well-remembered form; and,
finally and essentially, the head of the patriot-
martyr. There was a momentary hush, and
then an lovoluntary, warm. and upiversal
demonetratlon of applause gaye the verdict of
the dietingulshed and critieal gathering, and
assured the artist thal her work was to be set
down a success, There was another pause
while a more deliberate view was taken; anod
then apother and another round of applause
confirmed and rendered final the lnvoluntary
declsion from the firet impression,

And then everybody turned to where the little
sculptor-girl stood, alittle In the rear, with giad
tears In ber eyes, and congratulations were
poured in ul)on ber from all quarters, official
and unofficial; the Illinoisans present belng
forcmost in expressing their satisfaction with
her representation of the man they revered.
The expressed opinion of SBenator Trumbull and
others from that State was that the statue gives
that thoughtful, banilgnaut expreselon familiar
to those who knew Mr. Lincoln best, and which
was Lbest worlhy l)er}mtnatlug in marble,

On all the poinis at issue, of likeness and
artistic excellence, the opinion of so competent
ap authority as the distinguished painter Kal-
logg, who has both a European and American
reputation, will be read with Interest, and we
gnbjoln it In place of nuy less competent descrip-
tion of our own: —

“The features of Mr. Lincoln are admirably
rendered, and it was this faithfal delineation of
character which obtalnea for Miss Ream the
commlesion for this statue over many abler
competitors. The bead and features are z)rclhly
yei truthfully modelled, the bair boldly man-
aged in flowing musses, as by the skill of expe-
rience; and the expression of sadness, minglad
with benevilence, 1s touchiogly portrayed, well
coneelved, and appropriate to the expression
apd weaning of thestatue. The head, hundln&
ellgbtly forward and downward, seems to regar

liberated people, to whoin ls presented, by the
right hand, the ‘proclamation’ of their emanci-
pation.
gboulder and arm, falls backward off the left,
Lelng held partially under the forearm and
canght up by the left band, which grasps lis
ample folds as if In readiness to cover with the
rotecting mantle of the Government the de-
epnseless beings who are Lo recelve the inesti-
mable boon of freedom; a beautiful thought of
the artiste—aptly and logenlously symbolized.
The cloak 18 happily arranged to give breadih
as well as dignity to a very tall and meagre
figure.

It plays also a useful part In aiding to sup-
port, where it touches the ground, the weight
of the statue. The (igure 1s well polsed, stand-
ipg firmly and oaturally: and its action is In
wrfeet harmony with the idea represented.

bere are no unnecessary or trivial detalls o
the drapery to mar the grandenr of effect, lurge
masses beipg introduced with such artistic
kuowledge and feellng as to give maniiness and
dignity to the anbject.

Mis2 Ream was born In Madison, Wisconsin.
Her fatber, Robert L. Ream, was Terrliorial
Tressurer of Wisconsin mnder Governor Dodgs,
aud subsequently held vurious other publie posi-
tiops in the State. He came to Washington
during tbe last yesr of Fillmore's admialstra-
tlon, and took a pogition as hisman in the
Goneral Land Oflice. Aflerwards he went Lo
Kansas as chief clerk for Surveyor-General Cal-
houn. During the time he was in Kansas, his
children were sent to school sl the Christinn
College, Miss Ream, when very young, wrote
verses which attracted considerable attention,
and afterwards gunve much sattention to music.
By copying & medallion she attracted attention
o ber powers with the kulfe and ehisel. ’
